Lee Harvey Oswald v*as not the assassin of President Kennedy, 
He did not ld.ll Patrolaan Tip-iit eithsr. Oswald was wrongfully accused 
and "convicted" on both counts in the 'i'orst judicial fraiaeup in history. 
All the charges afjainst him were tru/ipca up. Material evidence was doctored, 
faked, or ir.tofar as it would have favored the accused, suppressed. Wit- 
nesses were intiaiciated or hushed up.

Since then, I have v/ritten a book 
of about 100,000 words on the case which sets forth in detail why Oswald 
could not possibly have murdered President Kennedy or the policeman. The 
book wLll first be published in Paris (probably in May or June of this 
year), later also in Germany and Britain, aaong other countries. 

My investigation also brought out, beyond a shadow of doubt, 
that Oswald never was a genuine Communist. His "marxism" was nothing but 
a pose, his propaganda for Castro a sham, his "defection" to Eussia a flim- 
sy cover for an intelligence assignment, which he bungled. Oswald went to 
the Soviet Union as an agent for the C.I. A., was found out and neutrali- 
zed at Minsk v/here he v/orked practically as a slave laborer. Upon his re- 
turn to this country, he became a stool-pigeon and agent jprovocatmir for 
the F.B.I, on v/hose instructions he set up his phony ■'Fair'Ylay'for Cuba 
Committee" in riew Orleans. At the saiae time, he was being trained for 
another intelligence mission, this time to Cuba, which he botched again. 

This double failure as a secret agent made Oswald "expen- 
dable" in the eyes of his employers. And when soiae of the intelligence 
figures v/ho had manipulated Oswald joined the conspiracy to assassinate 
President Kennedy, they arranged for him to be sacrificed as the most con- 
venient scapegoat. 

Oswald, demonstrably innocent of both the killings that 
have been attributed to him, was not a victim of Judicial error. The way 
his case was handled by the Dallas police and district attorney excludes 
any possibility of an innocent mistalte having been made by overzealous 
or inept prosecutors.

, These are not "wild charges." The shocking fact that Os- 

wald's accusers were themselves implicated in the plot to assassinate the 
President of the United States is brought out in my book and in the present 
report in minute, carefully docu.v.ented detail.

My report is destined for the feiv discerning and independent minds i7h» 
have sensed all along that something was terribly wrong In the official 
version but wh» had no ivay of getting at the facts. More power to these 
earnest truth-seekers!
